THE INDIAN SENSATION. 


One cannot have read Reuters very full telegrams 
regarding the sensation which has been caused at 
because of the publication of a dispatch from the Indian 
Government to the Imperial Government on the question 
of the Sevres Treaty and the need for its revision without 
that the treatment hitherto meted out to the 
Moslems of the Near East is calculated to cause grave 
usrest at no very distant date. However unconstitutional 
it might be considered for a Colonial Government to 
attempt to dictate to the Imperial Government on matters 
of international policy, and however much Mr.’ Montagu 


_ might have erred in publishing the dispatch ‘without first 


obtaining, the consent of other members of the Cabinet, 
there can be no question, we think, that those responsible 
for the maintenanze of peace and good order in India 
view the Sevres Treaty as a dangerous error and serious 
injustice. That main fact should not be overlooked by 
those who are inclined to think too seriously of the alleged 
breaches of constitutional procedute- The Indian Govern- 
ment has ® right to advise the Imperial Government and 
any intention to dictate was possibly never present. 
Ever since Lord Reading has been Viceroy, India has 
been a scene of much discontent, the main inspiration 
to which has been the keen sense of injustice held by the 
Moslem section. In Asia Minor the Turks and Greeks 
have been fighting for morth; by reason of the fact that 
the former consider the Serves Treaty not only a harsh 
humiliation to themselyes but a direct blow to the Moslem 
There was -very severe criticism meted out by 
leading British stateamen when France first went to the 
assistance of the Greek forces and a strong Note of protest 
was addressed by Britain to Greece at the action she was 
taking in launching an assault against the forces of 
the Ottoman Empire. Only the other day one of the lead- 
ing military generals of India opposed any reduction in 
the military vote, stating quite frankly that he foresaw 
grave trouble in the near future. All these signs go to 
“prove that when the Allies drew up the Sevres Treaty they 
toade a blunder, and, as many of the Home papers are now 
asserting, that blunder should be corrected as soon as 
possible although it may be too late toavert what is threaten- 
ed on almost every hand. When the Indian Government 
drew up the dispatch which has now found the light of 
day we can well imagine that Lord Reading was lockiog 
forward to some stroke. of liberal policy which would 
acify the discordant element he is concerned with. Lord 
eading’s past career and, the ample proof the Empire 
has had of his sound statesmanahip should inspire con- 
fidence in his recommendations. His advice. would be 
sound-enough to justify serious consideration. ° 
And it is for this reason that we cannot find canse to 
be sorry that the dispatch was published. It may just be 
that through an unintended breach of Imperial procedure 
at Home and, throughout the-Empire will be 
brought te the realisation that the Sevres Treaty is bad in 
principle and policy. Even Mr. ‘Chamberlain, who 80 
soundly criticised Mr. Montagu for his action in permit- 
ting publicity, plainly indicated that the Treaty needed 
revision when he said :—‘It would be his (the Foreign 
Secreta 3) object. to arrive at a solution équitable to all 
parties. We would give due weight to the opinion of 
Indian Mohammedans, as expressed-by the Government of 
India.’.. It is.to be hoped hat - _the ‘members.of the 
- forthcoming Conférence will go to it with a similar inten-

ofacontroversy. Tothis Senator 
Reed rejoined that under such 
circumstances “the Traaty was 8 
farce, accomplishing nothing 
roore than tha agreements now in 
force.” Such a protest comes 
strangely from a member of the 
group which has been opposing 
the Treaty on the old objection of 
“entangling alliances.” I must 
be plain to any reader of the 
Treaty—a very brief and simple 
document—that it does not com- 
mit the parties to armed action; 
and, as 5 matter of. fact, the 
American Secratary of State, Mr. 
Hughes, made an express de- 
claration to this effect, Astothe 
general import of Senator Read's 
assertion thas in the absence. of 
provision for armed intervention 
the pact is merely a farce, there 
is here an elemant of nointended 
support for thosecritics who con- 
tend that the Treaty is an empty 
instrument. At tha same time we 
cannot agree that the Four-Power 
pact is necessarily a negligible 
factor in the preservation of peace 
because it has not the character of 
a specific alliance. It hesboths 
mors} snd a practical value. 
While it is trae. as Senator Reed 
said or implied, that it would have 
been open to the parties to con- 
sult without any Pacific Treaty, 
the fact of the Powers thereby 
pledging themselves to.do so is no 
small gain. The potential deter- 
rent effect may be very consider: 
able. It is a feasible hypothesis 
that not one but several conflicts 
—possibly even tho Great War— 
would have been averted had 
there beens pact providing for 
all-roonddiscussion. Oftenhasthe 
ave of warfopnd the disputants 
involved in misunderstanding or 
standing aloof through disinclina- 
tion to approach the other pasty. 
The Pacific Tieaty furnishes tho 
machinery, or a least a median, 
for discussion. 

Education,in China. 

The Chinesa Ministry of 
Education bas been gathering 
statistics concerning the number 
of schools and pupils in the re- 
public. According te the figores 
published, there are some 39,870 
schools, inclusive of middle 
schools, private achaols, coltéges, 
and universities. This sounds a 
pretty substantial number, but 
obviously it is altogether inade- 
quate to the country’s needs, 
especially as we read that the 
popils total littl more than 
900,000. There is some difficulty 
in reconciling the two sets of 
figures, seeing that they signify 
an average of only about a score 
of pupils per school. The point 
that stands out is that less than 
1% of China's 430 millions are 
receiving education. Deduct the 
substantial numberof institutions 
founded ot inspired by Western- 
ets, the proportion of the popols- 
tion that is being tatored on the 
initiative of the authorities is seen 
tobe small indeed. We cacnot, 
in fact, quite credit that the total 
given for the pupils represents 
the whole of scholastic effort in 
China, lementably backward. 
though the country is from the 
standpoint of general education. 
On the statistics quoted, the ratio 
of scholars to population works 
out at only a fraction-of 1 per 
cent. Assuming this to be en 
unoder-estimate, the percentage 
remains very slight. Tha teachers 
have been making a pretty hard 
fight, and it has been reported 
that » certain branch of revonue 
is to be definitely earmarked for 
education; the new Customs 
Tariff has been’ mentioned in this 
coanection. So often have these: 
promises been broken tbat until 
the alleged scheme has been! 
firmly established it is impossible 
to feel much confidence in the 
arrangements.

Europeans are 
openly insulted and after what 
has occurred, with the complete 
hold-np of the Colony’s trade and 
the weakness shown in the hand- 
ling of these matters. there is 
nothing surer than further strikes 
crippling the trade of the Colony
